Vice President.

Harry Scullin and George Baumhoff Suggested for the 
High Position, with John Mahoney a Favorite 
for Superintendent.

With the return to St. Louis of John 


Scullin, C. H. Spencer and other street rail- 


way magnates interest in the development 


of the projected consolidation of all the 


lines is heightened. 
The most definite statements yet made 
were circulating among the brokers Wed- 


nesday. All were based on the belief that 


details of the consolidation had been prac- 


tically agreed upon. They even went «o far 
as to specify certain prominent capitalists 
mvho will be officials of the new corporation 
when the roads are all merged. 

From a source of information always 
heretofore reliable it was learned radical 
changes would be made in the management 
of the St. Louls line. 

According to the plan outlined the First 
Vice-President, General Manager and Su- 
perintendent of the big syndicate will be 
St. Louisans. 

For the position of First Vice-President 
Julius S. Walsh, President of the St. Louis 
Terminal Association and President of the 
Mississippi Valley Trust Company, has 
been selected. 

Two names are being considered for the 
position of General Manager, those of 
George W. Baumhoff, Superintendent of the 
Lindell lines, and Harry Scullin, General 
Manager of the Union Depot Railway Com- 
‘pany’s lines. 

It is stated that John Mahoney, Super- 
intendent of the People’s Railway, the 
@yndicate’s choice for General Superinten- 
dent. 

Julius S, Walsh is a practical street ralil- 
way man of life-long experience and a 
eplendid finaiiciér. He was President of the 
Citizens’ Railway Company nearly 2 years, 
as well as of the Northern Central and 
Union Lines. While he has not been of- 
ficilally connected with any roads in recent 
years he is a heavy holder of street rail- 
way securities. 
the amalgamated lines he will be the head 
of the syndicate in St. Louis. Mr. Walsh 
is said to have been chosen on account of 
his varied interests and of the fact that he 
is most acceptable not only to the New 
York capitalists interested but to the street 
railway operators of St. Louis. He has 
never engaged in factional conflicts, it is 
Said, and has diplomatically retained the 
favor of.all of his confreres. As President 
of the Mississippi Valley Trust Company he 
was instrumental in effecting the purchase 
of the Southern Electric line from its 
Louisville owners and the more recent pur- 
chase of the Hamilton syndicate lines by

These deals 
aggregated more than $4,000,000 and paved 
the way for consolidation. 

The position of General Manager of the 
lines, will, it is stated. pay ite incumbent 
$12,000 a year. Broke> James Campbell! has 
said that a Manager would be worth that 
figure 

Harry Scullin is known to desire the 
place. He is a son of John Scullin and is 
ViceePresident and Genera! Manager of the 
Union Depot Railway Company. He is 
energetic and experienced. Those who pre- 
dict success for him say his chances are 
greatly improved by the position of the 
Scuilins during the preliminaries to con- 
solidation They are said to command the 
situation and to be able to dictate the 
terms which they will enter the syg- 
dicate. 

On the other hand the friends of George 
W. Baumhoff of the Linde!l urge that he 
represents the company which first turned 
its lines over to the New York capitalists. 
As the stockholders of the Lindell.and Mis- 
souri lines sold their stock outright they 
can only request that their wishes be ac- 
ceeded to. As the first to strike the enter- 
ing wedge their representations it is said, 
wil] have great weight.

John Mahoney, the selection for superin- 
tendent of the syndicate lines. was superin- 
tendent of the Citizens line for years while 
Julius 8S. Walsh was President of the com- 
pany. He succeeded Thomas Gartland 
when electricity was substitutetd for horse 
power. He enjoys Mr. Walsh's confidence. 
He has been superintendent of the Peo- 
ples’ Railway for five years. 

The statement is made pos'tively that 
consolidation is now only a matter of days. 
As the plan nears completion, interesting 
inside history is coming to the surface. It 
is said that only factional d'fferences have 
prevented a consolidation of the St. Louis 
lines without aid from the East. 

None of the St. Louis lines were willing 
to combine with the L ndell on any terms, 
and a plan was agreed upon whereby each 
road was to be sold separately. After this 
was done there would be nothing to pre- 
vent the purchasers from combining. The 
first road sold under the agreement waé 
the Lindell. The Hamilton lines were the 
next sold and the practical consummation 
of the sale of the Union Depot lines com- 
pletes the trio of big transactions. Every 
move was prearranged and every detail is 
working out as projected.

Inspectors Have Been Unable to Dis- 


cover the Enemy’s Identity and 
Police Aid Is Asked. 


Samuel Kennard and Ellis Wainwright, 
representing the Kinloch Telephone Co., 
called at the Four Courts Wednesday 
morning and demanded of Chief of Police 
Campbell protection for their property. 

They brought with them tang‘ble evi- 
dence that a systematic attempt was being 
made, in widely separated parte of the city, 
to destroy the property of that company. 

The wires of the Kinloch Telephone Co.. 

in the district outside of the underground 
conduits, are in many cases enc.iosed in 
large lead cables, and strung on _ poles. 
Dozene of these big cables have been per- 
forated by bullets fired by persons whose 
des're could only be to damage the Kin- 
loch system. 
_ Whenever a bullet enters these cables 
many wires are severed, and others crossed 
that many instruments are _ discon- 
nected. 

The Kinloch officers have known for 
some time that their iines were being tam- 
pered with, but they could not discover the 
source. 

They employed many inspectore, and even 
after they learned how the damage had 
been wrought they could not conceive why 
it had been done. Though they watched 
closely they could not catch the vandals at 
work. ? 

The service was becoming 80 crippled by 
the operations of the vandals that Messrs, 
Kennard and Wainwright decided to de- 
mand police protection. 

At 11 o’clock Wednesday they called on 
Chief Campbell. They had pieces of cabie 
from eight different places where the van- 
dals had operated. 

The telephone people had cut out the sec- 
tions of the cable that had been riddled by 
bullets. These pieces had been flattened 
and the holes where the leaden missiles had 
enetrated them were left just as they were 
ound, Inside the cables were found the 
bullets. In most instances the bullets were 
44-caliber, ‘but there were a few 32-caliber 
bullets,

Bill Introduced Making It a Misde- 
meanor for Lawyers to Solicit 
Employment at the Hands 
of Litigants.

JEFFEPSON CITY, Me., Jan. 25.--When 
the Hous: ccnvenee this morning Hail of 
Saline introduced an tmportant bill, which 
provides fcc t tax'ng of franch'ses of 
every kiri. It provides that every railroad 
compaisz, strect railway company, feie- 
raph cempany. electric lgnt company, 
eects power cotupany, water works, gas, 
bridz>, pa’ace car skeping car, dining car. 
eond':.*, express, freight, dispatcn company, 
and every company or corporation or indi- 
Vidual own .cg and operating under any 
franchise in this State not allowed to nat- 
ural persons, shall, in addition to other 
taxes, pay the State a tax of 15 cents of 
each $100 valuation of ‘ts franchises for 
State purposes and 10 cents for State in- 
debtedness, and taxes for local purposes on 
the same basis as other property. 

Immediately after the Senate convened

WASHINGTON, Jan. 25.—The Board of 
Army Officers designated by the Secretary 
of War to sit as a court-martia! in the 
case Of Brig.-Gen. Charles P. Eagan, Com- 
missary-Generai of Subsistence,’ charged 
with conduct unbecoming an officer ang 4% 
gentleman and conduct to the prejudice of 
good order and military discipline, in con- 
nection with his testimony before the War 
Investigating Commission, met at the Eb- 
bitt House at W o’clock and proceeded to 
businese. The court cons'sted of Maj.-Gen, 
Wesley Merr'tt, U. S. A.; Maj.-Gen. James 
S. Wade, U. 8S. V.; Maj-Gen M C Butler, 
U. S. V.; Maj.-Gen. 8 B. V. Young, U. 5.

Brig.-Gen. Gecrge M. Randall, U. 
Brig.-Gen. Jacob Kline, U. 8S.

Charge 1. Conduct unbecoming an officer 
ane a gentieman. Specification—In that 
Brig.-Gen. Charies P. Eagan, Commissary 
General of Subsistence, United States Army, | 
cid, while test.fying as a witness before the 
commission appointed by the President to 
investigate the eonduct of the War De- 
partment in the war with Spain, submit 
and read as a part of his testimony a cer- 
tain wr.tten statement, in which he did 
make use of and thereby publish the fol- 
lowing disgraceful, grossly insulting and 
ungentlemanly language with reference to 
Major-General Nelson A. Miles, command- 
ng ae SS. hamelv: 

“If and when Gen. Miles charges tha 

(meaning tinned’ fresh beef) saa Bar pa Be 
as @ “pretense of experiméni,’ he lies in his 
throat, he Hes-ta'his heart, he lies im every 
hair of his headand every pore of his body, 
he lies willfully, déliberateiy, intentionally 
and maliciously.: In denouncing Gen, Mulec 
as a liar | wish to make the charge 
as emphatic and as coarse as the 
Statement itself. I wish to force the lie 
back into his throat, covered with the con- 
tents of a camp latrine.’’ 
» Charge 2 Conduct to the prejudice of 
good order and military discipline. The 
specification accompanying charge 2 is in 
the main a repetition of that following 
charge 1. 

During the preliminary proceedings Gen. 
Eagan exhibif#a ‘no signs of nervousness’ 
but the expression of his face and his 
manner clearly indicated that he realized 
that the trial involved consequences to 
him of the gravest character. While he 
stood listening to the charges and specifi- 
cations, his face seemed somewhat paler 
than usual. At the conclusion of the read- 
ing, on being requested to plead to the 
specification to the first charge, he said, 
“Not guilty,”’ not denying, however, that 
the epecifications set forth correctly part 
of the language used. 

To the second charge he “Not 
guilty.’’ 

The Judge Advocate then arose and said 
that the case in hand was a peculiar one, 
but presented no unusual difficulties. The 
accused hud seen fit to add to his plea of 
not guilty some words tending to qualify 
it, but he did not think the pree relieved 
the court from the necessity of proving the 
facts alleged. 


Judge Worthington responded briefly and 
explained why. the qualifying words had 
been used upon his recommendation. The 
specifications did the accused a great in- 
justice in that it selegted particular expres- 
sions without giving the context and in one 
or more instances the specifications quoted 
begin in the middle of a sentence. Contin- 
uing Mr. Worthington said that he desired 
t6 state briefly to the court the substance 
of Gen. Eagan’s defence, Whatever, said 
he the court,may think of the propriety 
of the language used by Gen. Bagan before 
the War Investigating Commission, there 
was no doubt in his (Worthington’s) mind 
that he was fully protected in using that 
language by the laws of the land. In no 
court, civil or military, he said could the 
accused be held accountable for hbs lan- 
guage even if it could be shown that the 
speaker was actuated by malice. In ad- 
dition to this the President of the United 
States had instructed the War Investigat- 
ing Commission to announce publicly that 
witnesses before that tribunal would be 
given immunity for whatever they might 
testify to. This was a solemn romise 
given by the President of the Unite States 
and counsel had no doubt that the court 
would find that Gen. Eagan could not, |! 
under these circumstances, be held to 
answer to a military court martial for his 
language. Gen. Miles, he said, had appeared 
before the committee about three weeks

He had come to believe that 
the press and the country at large had — 
cepted the accusations made by Gen. Miles 
as true and the conditto. of his mind, in 
grew worse and worse until 
he was itn a siate bordering on distraction. 
The janguage which Gen, Eagan used 
under these circumstances was the natural 
outburst of an honest man suffering under 
an unjust accusation. : ae 

In closing Judge Worthington’ said that 
Gen. Eagan could not be heid accountable 
for his lauguage before any tribunal in this 
and particularly 
under the President's order of immun.-ty. 

Maj. S. C. Mills was called to testify on 
behalf of the Government. He said he was 
the recorder of the War investigating Com.- 
mission and was present and heard Gen. 
iagan’s testimany before the commission. 
The manner of Gen, Eagan, In ‘ving his 
testimony was that of a man laboring under 
great excitement, but trying to control his 
excitement. Witness had charge of the ty pe- 
written testimony given by Gen. Eagan and 
had delivered the same to Gen. Dodge at 
his hotel. Subsequently the_ witness. had 
returned the paper to Gen. eg with a 
letter from the commission declining to re- 
ceive it in its present condition. 

He recalled some of the words u 
Gen. Eagan in his testimony which Agreed 
substantially with the phraseology used in 
the specifications. The witness was shown 
a copy of the specifications and identified 
the language there quoted as having heen 
tsed by Gen. Eagan. Judge Worthington 
interrupted to say that Gen, Eagan did not 
deny the language quoted, and had not the 
original statement been destroyed after the 
obfectionable words had been expunged he 
would wdllingly produce it here. Maj.- 
Gen. McCook, retired, a member of the 
War Investigating Commission, was the 
next witness. He was present and heard 
a part of Gen. Eagan’s testimony before 
the Commission. “The impression I had"

Mrs. Phillips’ husband, Lee Phillips, a 
carpenter, lives in Lexington, Mo. She left 
him several months ago and drifted about, 
accompanied by her daughter, until she 
reached East St. Louis. There she met 
Wade. The scene of their arrest Tuesday 
was a frame shanty in Brooklyn. 

On October 29, three months efter Mrs. 
Phillips chose darkness as the light of her 
life she wrote to her husband at Lexington, 
Mo. He knew, little of her movements after 
leaving him and replied in part as follows: 

‘You know that as long as I have a 

crust or a bone you also. haveronea: I 

always did a good part by you. I have 

a house furnished and do my own cook- 

ing. Am still employed at the railroad. 

You can come if you will. You can live 

with me and I will do all in my power 

for you. Will send youa ticket to come 
as soon as I hear from you.” 

The offer was not accepted. Warrants 
were issued by Justice George P. Doscher.

Senator Hoar Points Out a Way to 
Amend the Treaty Without in 
Any Way Delaying 
Ratification. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 5.—The Senate has 
acretd unanimously to take a vote on the 
peace treaty Feb, 6, at 3 p. m.

WASHINGTON, Jan, 25.—Senator Hoar 
points out how the treaty can be amended 
without delaying ratification, and at the 
sume time satisfy those who oppose the ab- 


sviute cession,of the Philippines to the 


United States 

‘There are several ways,’ said the Sena- 
tor, “in which the treaty can be amended 
without, as a necessary resuit, causing a 
reopening of the state of war or a violation 
of the terms of the protocol under which 
we are constructively, at least, now at 
peace. 

“I do not believe any of the so-called ant!- 
expansionists are in favor of turning the 
Philippines back to Spain. Certainly I am 
not. So tar, therefore, as Spain is con- 
cerned, her status would not be changed in 
the least. One way to avoid the dangers 


that threaten us would to amend the third 
article of the treaty so as to make it con- 
form to the firet article. 

“In the third articie of the treaty Spain 
cedes the Philippine archipelago to_ the 
United States. In the first articie Spain 
‘relinquishes all claim of sovereignty over 
and title to Cuba.’ By way of explanation, 
and in conformity to our solemnly ex- 
pressed declaration, we included in that ar- 
ticle the statement: ‘And, as the isiand i6, 
aay its evacuation by Spain, to be occu- 
eee by the United States, the United 
tates will, so long as such occupation 
shall hast, assume and discharge the obli- 
gat'ons that may, under international law, 
result from the fact of its occupation for 
the protection of life and property.’ 

“It would be very easy, therefore, for us 
to amend the treaty so as to make Spain 
‘relinquish’ all her title to the Philippines 
instead of ‘ceding’ the islands to us, as she 
does under the treaty. In other words, I 
wish to see the Philippines in identically 
the 6ame position as Cuba. We must not 
give them back to Spain, but we must see 
that a good and stable government is set 
up there by the Filipinos. I believe that 
under the guidance of this country those 
people would be able to establish them- 
selves among the nations of the earth. 

“Naturally. as a result of our good of- 
fices ‘n this direction, the Filipinos would 
be grateful and we could gain all the good 
that would come of commercial relations, 
proper treaties, etc., and avoid all the 
dangers thay fedq@w.in the wake of colonial 
possessions, not to way anything about the 
¢hormous cost #0 the American people this 
ry tr sctreme of qgolonial empire would en- 
tail ‘ipon «s.”’ 

“*It is idle for any oné who is conversant 
with the situation in the Senate to say that 
the opposition to the tr@aty is weakening. 
The reverse is true. The opposition is 
stronger to-day than it has ever been, I 
know several Republicans who are loath to 
break from the Administration, yet who 
are thus far unable to see their way clear 
to vote for this treaty as it now stands. 
They believe it to be repugnant to Ameri- 
can traditions and American institutions. 
That they will vote to amend it I have not 
the leagt doubt. That, with but few excep- 
tions, the entire Democratic vote in the 
Senate will be cast the same way-I have, 
also, no doubt.’’ 

“Not since the treaty of peace was signed 
on the tenth of December last have I felt 
60 sanguine that the convention will be 
either defeated altogether or amended so 
as to meet the contention of those who are 
oppose? to the Administration's ideas on 
expansion and {imperialism.”’ 

Asbo do I think so?’’ asked the Senator. 
“Simply because I see that the arguments 
made by those who favor th's new idea of 
expansion have not gained for them any 
ane ge during all the weeks they have 

een advancing them. As the case stands 
to-day the treaty is defeated. Those Demo- 
crats who believed a short time ago that 
it would do as.well to ratify the treaty, 
and then pass a resolution declaring the 
purpose of this Government, now see that 
that idea will not do at all. The subject 
must be dealt with altogether. 


“But if we do so amend th'‘s treaty, will 
Spain give her consent?” the Senator was 
asked. 

“Why not? Her status is not, as I have 
said, changed in the least. I should think 
she would rather see an independent gov- 
ernment there than see the archipelago in 
the possession of this countrv.

In establishing themselves in the social 
vanguard there was need of a place fit for 
entertainment on the scale that they 
planned. Then the house in East Seventy- 
second street was built. It was accounted 
the finest home in that district of fine 
homes. 

The family’s social prestige had grown to 
great magnitude when the Bradley Martins 
of lavish memory gave the historic ball. 
That event, at which the members of what 
Ward McAllister had fixed as the elite of 
New York, danced at gigantic expense, was 
a turning point in the life of Mrs. Sloane.

About the manner and the vigor of the 
objection there are two ver&ions of the 
story. One savs he was calm and made 
hie protest with dignity. Another draws a 
different picture—a picture of a rich man 
hurt to the heart and raging at the hurt. 

There are many ways of accounting for 
special discolorations. Ricycle mishaps. 
falls from horses and the like are the most 
nopular. None of there things had befallen 
Mr. Sloane. 


There was a truce, which amounted to a 
prohaiion, with definite conditions. Both 
made concessions and the anger was hid 
and to cover everything up from prying 
eyes and hush it from eager ears, the 
couple went away upon a Western journey. 
Rut it was of no use. When they came 
back the old whispering and murmuring 
and chattering began again, and the paners 
for a separation now drawn is the final 
climax. 

Henry T. Sloane is about 43 vears old, and. 
being a Yale man, loves athletics, and {s 
not unhandy himself in the art of showing 
the other fellow where he is wrong. He is 
tall. well built and a cultivated gentleman 
every inch. He belongs to almost every 
club worth the trouble of having one's 
name enrolled in. and his great wealth, as- 
sisted by a social position that cannot be 
contested, opened doors that might have 
been closed otherwise.

One of 
the lodgers, Johnnie Bartiey, was supping 
with them, and remained to chat after the 
meal was finished. 

About 7 o’clock there was a rap on the 
door, and Mrs. Carmax was surprised and 
pleased to see her brother’s father-in-law, 
Mark Smith, and an old friend, David 
James, Smith’s nephew, in the doorway. 

Mrs. Carmax invited them in, and asked 
James about his wife and three children in 
De Coto, Mo., where he lives. 

After talking for sometime to her the 
men said they must be going and Mrs, Car- 
max accompanied them Into the hall. There 
Smith asked her to have a drink. She led 
them to her room on the second floor. 

Smith produced a bottle of whisky and 
and his hostess provided the glasses. When 
these were filled, Smith asked for a pipe. 
Mrs. Carmax went out to borrow one. On 
her return two of the glasses were empty 
and the men told her they were so thirsty 
they did not wait. Mrs. Carmax drank her 
whisky, remarking upon. its sweetness. A 
few minutes later they took a second drink. 
This gagged Mrs. Carmax and she fell back 
on the bed calling for her mother. 

Mrs. Teson was washing the dishes when 
she heard her daughter's screams, She ran 
to her room and found the door locked, 
She called to Smith to open it, but he failed 
to comply. Mrs. Teson put her shoulder to 
the door and was soon in the room. She 
says her daughter was on the bed, with 
Smith on one side, of her trying to pull off 
her stocking. and on the other side stood 
James with a whisky glass in his hand. 
He dropped the glass when Mrs. Teson en- 
tered. 

Mrs. Carmax was blue in the face and 
was in violent convulsions. While Mrs. 
Teson. was attending to her daygpter.. Smith 
left the room, He returned shortly, and 
taking James by the arm, left the house 
with him. 

Mrs. Teson called the lodgers and some 
ran for Dr. Frumson of 94 North Broad- 
way. 

When the doctor arrived Mrs. Carmax 
Was unconscious. He siphoned her stomach 
and administerel an antidote for opium 
poison. So critical was the woman’s condi- 
tion that a priest was summoned from St.

To explode 
the projectile when it reaches {ts mark, the 
inventor asserts only the most trifling re- 
sistance is needed.

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THE POLICE BILL 


The police bill now before the Legislature is a comprehensive 
measure, It repeals the act of 1861 and all subsequent legis- 
dation, and proceeds to remodel the system with more regard 
to modern conditions. 

The Police Board ig to consist of four commissioners, togeth- 
er with the Mayor of the city. The usual qualifications are 
required, and a salary of $1000 is attached to the office. The 
term is four years. f 

These commissioners are appointed by the Governor, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Senate, but the commis- 
sioners now holding office under existing laws are to serve 
until the terms for which they were appointed expire. The 
Governor has unrestricted power to remove these appointees. 

The Police Board is charged with the duty of keeping the 
peace and enforcing the State laws and city ordinances, but 
the proposed law unwisely empowers it not only to control 
the Sheriff and direct him to summon the posse comitatus, but 
to call out the militia. This provision is hardly worth discus- 
sion. The Governor ig the only official in the State who 
should be enfpowered to control the Sheriff or militia. 

The salary provision is likewise objectionable. At present 
patrolmen receive $83 a month, which is tncreased to $90. The 
city will be put to enough expense paying for the increased 
force without raising salaries, 

A very good provision is that vacancies in any grade shall 
be filled from the next lowest grade if competent men can be 
found, and in no case shall the chief be selected from among 
men not members of the force, or below the rank of Captain. 

About 300 members are added to the force. 

If the Legislature will make the board bi-partisan as a 
guarantee of its honesty of purpose and the non-partisan ad- 
ministration of the department, and will eliminate increases of 
salary and other objectionable features, the bill will be fairly 
acceptable.

In Ohio, New York, Illinois, Missouri and 
other States there are e.gns of life where 
there have not been any for several months, 
and in: the new Consulate scheme all divis- 
ions find cause for hoping that the o.d or- 
gan'‘zation will speedily rebuild itself. The 
work of preparing for the orginization of 
these Consuiates is now compieted, and it 
has taken over a year of hard work, both 
for the comm’‘ttee having charge of the 
matter and the additional assistance of 
President Potter. 

All printed matter is now ready for dis- 
tribut'on, and it includes everything neces- 
eary for the conduction of a local] associa- 
tion, even to the books of meeting records 
for the Secretary.

| Unusual Directions of a Dead Man Are 
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TO DICTATE TO NATIONS. 
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THEY CONTROL FOOD SUPPLY. 


Big Four Not Exactly in a Trust, but 
They Are Not Cutting Each 
Other’s Throats. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 25.—The ‘“‘meat scandals” 
Srowing out of the recent war with Spain 
have called attention to one fact. The 
packers of Chicago to a great extent con- 
troi the question as to whether any nation 
of the world may go to war. All the cat- 
tle on a thousand hiile and plains are con- 
trolled by the great packers of thig city, 
who make prices both for purchase and 
sale. They also control the sheep and hog 
products, which enter largely into the food 
of the soldier, 


Technically speaking, there is no such 
thing aS @ meat trust, but the packers do 
not work at odds with one another. Ter- 
ritory controlled by one firm is not dls- 
turbed by another. Prices fixed by one 
firm are not cut under by another. 

The packing kings of Chicago do a bus!l- 
ness of not less than $600,000,00U or §800,000,- 
000 per year. They dominate the trade in 
cattle and hogs. They do ail the canned 
beef and dressed beef business. They con- 
trol all the refrigerator cars that run on 
the railroads. . 

Dealers in meats all over the United 
States from the Atlantic to the Pacific obey 
orders sent out from Chicago. If they do 
not buy from the packers here they find an 
opposition shop set up and they are under- 
solid. Butchers in the East have found to 
their cost, although they are 1000 miles from 
Chicago, that they arc not allowed to trade 
in local cattle. 

For years the Big Four, as it is known— 
P. D. Armour, G. F. Swift, Nelson Morris 
and the Hammond Company—has had its 
own way. They have their packing houses 
in Chicago. Kansas City, Lincoln and 
Omaha, and branches innumerable all over 
the United States and Lurope. 

These gentlemen feed the soldiers of the 
United States in the field and in barracks 
and they also feed the soldiers in our war- 
ships. The British eoldier and his Egyptian 
ally who fight in the Soudan also depend in 
a measure upon these packing kings. 
French and German soldiers on home and 
foreign duty draw supplies bearing the 
Chicago label. 

During the last year the shipments of 
canned meats from Chicago aggregated 
923,627,722 pounds, or 1,031,482 cases; the 
dressed beef shipment was _ 1,060,859,808 
pounds; beef, 14,778 tierces, or 53,461 barrels. 
As to cattle, 2,480,000 head were received 
and 864,000 shipped, 1,600,000 being slaugh- 
tered. In round numbers, _ 1,800,000,000 
pounds of provisions were shipped from 
here during the year. This nation could 
not go to war unless the Government at 
Washington confiscated the property of 
the four packers. 

Chicago average prices of cattle for 1898 
were the highest prices ‘since 188; hogs the 
highest since 1895; sheep the highest in six 
years. But this did not interfere with the 
profits of the packing kings. The G. F. 
Swift Company has ju3t added $5,000,000 to 
its capital stock of $14,000,000, the increase 
to be used in the extension of trade. The 
business of the G. F. Swift Company for 
the past vear amounted to $150,000,000. 

As the busines: of_B.,D,, Armour, who is 
the king of packing kings, and Nelson Mor- 
ris, who owns more cattle than any one of 
his associates is not less than this vearly, 
it can be readily seen what an enormous 
aggregation i‘t must be. It is estimated that 
the business controlled by the Chicago 
packing monarchs will approximate $1,000,- 
000,000 a year. 

These men make the markets of the 
world. They know how many cattle are on 
the ranches, on the cars en route and in 
yards and pens. They can make money 
where smal] packers, even if they dared to 
enter into competition, would lose it. Not a 
single portion of an animal that enters the 
pac 
What is not for food must go to the render- 
ing establishments and comes out in the 
shape of felt, glue. fertilizers and a lot of 
other things. If the army of any nation 
wants food, the Chicago cattle Kings can 
hold any price on the cé@ntract that may be 
necessary to get it.

This Is the Official Report From Klon- 
dike to Washington. 
WASHINGTON, Jan, 2%.—An official re- 
port from Dawson City to the State De- 
partment says: 
“A rush over the ice to the Stewart 


River District, some 75 miles from here, is 
expected shortly. Some good prospects have 
been found on Thistle Creek and other 
smaller creeks in that district. The owner 
of Discovery claim on Thistle Creek has 
refused $75,000 for his find. Al of Thistle 
Creek, 35 miles in length, was staked in two 
weeks. The other creekis then came for at- 
tention. In all new staking—that is, on 
territory not previously staked—every alter- 
nate block of 10 claims is held for the 
Crown, so that only 50 per cent is really 
open for staking by miners. This law went 
into effect last fall. 

“The prices of provisions in this section 


still advance. The cost of living for a 
miner who has to buy his food supplies 
now averages $6 per day. There is no 


reason for the prices asked. There are 
more food supplies here than can possibly 
be used and the supply companies are mak- 
ing immense fortunes. If some firm would 
send in a few thousand tons of supplies and 
be satisfied with 200 or 300 per cent profit, 
it would prove a blessing to the thousands 
of miners here. 

“There has been a continuance of typhold 
fever during the past month, the hospitals, 
accommodating about 200, being always 
full and many patients, unable to get in, 
having to remain in their cabins. Some 
scurvy cases are ceming into the hospi- 
tals now. Scurvy in this section, as a rule, 
is not brought on by the salted food eaten. 
It appears to come from the system being 
run down by typhoid. Very few here es- 
cape this fever. Many a strong young man 
who carried with him over the trail the 
very best canned vegetables, fresh meats, 
etc., has brought on seurvy simply from 
overwork and exposure,
